Scenario-Writin- g Novelist Calls It
Most Necessary Factor

"The question of suspense is one of
the greatest problems in picture produc-
tion," said Rex Bcneh, whose success
ns n screen writer has equaled his suc-
cess ns n novelist. His picture nt tin
Opern House was fiction before film.

"It is perhaps the most neccssan
element of n Rood story," he added,
"Inasmuch ns it is the one which pirns
upon an audience's emotions and height-
ens their interest in the unfolding of
the plot. You can't hope for a good
story unless jou write around sus-
pense."

Rex Beach is the man who introduced
